TRICITY.

selection, either in ragtime or classic, at their 
bomes at the nominal sum of $50 per year. 

The Cahill Teluarmoric Company is coutrolled 
by the New England Electric Company and is 
being incorporated. ‘The latter company is con- 
troiled by Baltimoreans. fi 

The Cahill Company will operate a music 
machine that will produce sound to subscribers 
by a similar method to that used in dispensing 
gus, electric ligits and telephones. When, for 
example, the telephone is used the voice sets 
up in the current certain vibrations. Thes- 
being analyzed and set up with plotograpbic 
accuracy by mechanical means, will produce 
exactly the same effect upon the receiver as if 
set up by the human voice. This conveys an 
impression of the principals employed ip ‘he 
Canill machine. Thaddeus Cahill, the inventor 
is a graduate of Oberlin University, and b.s 
been working fifteen years upon the perfection 
of iis invention. 

The company has its factory at Holyoke, 
Mass. The machine was examined by electrical. 
mechanical and musica] experts and it was de- 
eclured a wonderful invention. 

The general plan of the company is to estal- 
lish a central station in every large city. The 
first one will be in Boston, and this will be foi- 
lowed in New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
Washington and other cities. 

It is planned to bave six classes of selections. 
All will be sent out over a pair of wires. The 
subscriber who gets this service will receive all 
the music. Another method will be to bave six 
wires, so that subscribers to this may select 
just what they want to bear, and still another 
will serve theatres and halls, giving full orch-s- 
tral effects. There will be a device for lower- 
ing or raising the volume of sound, so that it 
can be heard only a few feet or will fill a whole 
building. 

The Cahill Company is licensed to suppi;

There is but one 
open week on the wheel, or the route sheet. 
which has been filled in by playing three night- 
in Springfield, Masg., and three nights in Wor- 
cester, Mass.. completing the forty weeks for 
the forty shows. This wheel, or route sheet 
for the burlesque shows bas put the burlesque 
theatres and burlesque shows on the best pay- 
ing basis of all theatricals. It gives the pro- 
ducer encouragement to put out a first-class en- 
tertainment. He has his forty weeks booked. 
consequently he can figure almost what bisx 
profits will amount to with a first-class enter- 
talnment. It bas brought the traveling man- 
agers and the local managers closer togethe: 
and both work hand in glove. The burlesque 
theatres for the last two years, since the route 
sheet has been In effect. have cleared 40 per 
cent more profits than in any previous years 
This season hae been considered a dull year in 
theatricals, but not so with the burlesque shows 
and theatres. They have had the best season 
known in the history of the burlesque business 
The shows are better and everybody has bene- 
fitted by this booking. A person could have the 
best attraction in the world and if not properly 
booked there would be no money in it. The 
local manager must encourage the producer 
_ otherwise the show business will be stagnated. 
This has been proven so this year. If che 
other lines of show business could be handed 
the same way, there might be a different tale 
told in the theatrica] business.

Another feature of interest to the visitors of 
the coming World’s Fair is that of Col, Cum- 
minu’s Indian Congress, on the Pike. This con- 
cession is the one which had such wide popular- 
ity at both Omaha and the Pan-American Ex- 
positions. and also at Madison Square Garden, 
New York City: This exhibit, while it will 
be on a much grander scale, hag all the typ- 
ieal Wild West features and the thrilling ep!- 
sodes of border life, a typical Indian village 
in all its true characteristics. Chiefs and War- 
riors of fifty-one different tribes have been ob- 
tained, and include among them such famous 
historical characters and tribe leaders ag Chief 
Joseph, Chief Req Cloud, American Horse, Seven 
Rabbits. Blue Horse and  Peo-peo-ta-likt. 
These famous leaders will take part in sham 
battles, running the gauntlet. lynching the 
horse thief, attack on settlers’ cabin, burning 
white eaptives at the stake, Indian races, buck- 
ing broncos, equestrian maneuvers and quadrills. 
religious ceremonies and dances, and every 
phase of savage aboriginal life, from tepee to 
the war-path. 

Aside from these strictly Wild West features, 
additional exhibitions of exciting athletic per- 
formances and pastimes will be given, includ. 
ing the game of LaCross, and champion drill 
by the celebrated Hoozier Zouaves. One of the 
attractive novelties of this exhibit will be the 
mammoth collection of rare Indian curios, which 
hes an actual value of $200,000. 

As an extra attraction to this mammoth exhi- 
bition, Miss Lucille Mulhall, champion lady 
rider of the ‘world, will perform her roping. 
throwing and tying of wild Mexican steers. 
The shatp-shooting part of this exhfbition will 
he done by Nanona, the champion rifle shot of 
crowned heads of Europe. 

Colonel Cummings, who has this concession 
has engaged a company of 750 people, includ- 
ing cow-boys, Indien rough riders and soldiers 
at the orfginal cost of $25.000. 

This concession is located in one of the most 
prominent spots on the Pike, and the massive 
architecture of its front will at once catch the 
eye of the visitor, and it is safe to say that 
very few will pass by and not enter. Mr. Cum 
mins deserves congratulations for his efforts 
and skill displerved in giving to the world an 
accurate and historical exhibition.
